A BRIEF HISTORY OP THE GRAND DUCHY ©F BEAUCOUILLON - XXX 

Although the Grand Duchy is geared to an aristocratic way of 
life, its policy-makers have long realized that human nature is much 
the same in all levels of society. In 191i| Grand Duke Cosimo XIII 
employed this fact. 

After the assas^inaj£ on of the Archduke Prans Ferdinand, Europe 
was on the brink of war. However, the Socialist movement was 
opposed to war, and there was a danger of a general strike in all 
the "belligerent countries. The Grand Duke consulted with his clo- 
sest adviser, Count d'Avino, about the effects of 3uch a strike. 

"War is to our advantage," Avino said. "It makes men more wil- 
ling to live for the present day, to give themselves up to gambling, 
drinking, and the other amenities offered in Beaucouillon." 

The Grand Duke acted on this advice immediately. He summoned 
his cousin Lord Vendetta, who was known to the socialist and anarch-* 
ist movements throughout Europe as "Anarchus KLutz". Vendetta went 
immediately to Paris and arranged the assassination of the French 
Socialist leader Jean Jaures. This act threw^he peace movement into 
confusion, and within a month most of Europe was at war* 

World War I was more profitable to the Grand. Duchy than any 
other i|-year period in history. Though it was most convenient to 
the Entente Powers, noblemen and officers of the Central Powers were 
also to be seen around the tables in the Grand Ducal Bourse. Spiked 
helmets stood beside kepis In the checkrooms cf certain shuttered 
houses along the rue de la Princess Mathilde. As the old regimes of 
Europes collapsed, their upper A asses packed up their jewels and 
fled to Beaucouillon for on^e las,t wild fling.
